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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-10, the prior arts of record do not disclose receiving a Session 
Initiation Protocol INVITE by the automatic contact distributor sent over the Internet from a 
client; determining a call type from the Session Initiation Protocol INVITE; selecting an agent to 
handle the Internet call based upon the determined call type; and setting up an Internet call 
between the selected agent and the client through a buffer server based upon the Session 
Initiation Protocol INVITE and requesting notification from the agent upon termination of the 
Internet call. 

Regarding claims 11-20, the prior arts of record do not disclose means for receiving a 
Session Initiation Protocol INVITE within the automatic contact distributor, the INVITE 
received from a calling client over the Internet; means for determining a call type of the received 
Session Initiation Protocol INVITE; means for selecting an agent to handle the Internet call; and 
means for exchanging call information over the Internet between the client and the selected agent 
through a buffer server and for requesting notification from the selected agent upon termination 
of the Internet call. 

Regarding claims 21-28, the prior arts of record do not disclose a user agent adapted to 
receive and use a Session Initiation Protocol INVITE sent over the Internet from a client to 
determine a communication protocol to be used for the Internet call; a call typing processor 
adapted to identify a type of Internet call to be established with the client; an agent selection 
application adapted to select an agent to handle the Internet call based upon the call type; a proxy 
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server adapted to transfer the Session Initiation Protocol INVITE to the selected agent; and a 
conference application adapted to conference a supervisor into the Internet call. 

Conclusion

(4) US Patent 6,493,447 to Goss et al. discloses contact server for call center for synchronizing 
simultaneous telephone calls and TCP/IP communications.
